Alabama Governor Felled at Maryland Campaign Rally

The politics of assination returned to America 
yesterday. A method of eliminating political 
figures from contention, a scene with frightening 
consistency 

George Corley Wallace, Democratic Governor 
of Alabama, candidate for president, shot, 
critically wounded by a would be political 
assasin, 

rhe first reports were sketchy, George 
Wallace had been shot, struck down by an 
assasin’s bullets. 

This is presidential primary day in Maryland 
and in Michigan, two states where Wallace is 
expected to do well, in fact, win, in his never 
tiring bid for the presidency that will probably 
end up oiny as another of those also ran candidates 
another Wallace, in another year 

Wallace was at a shopping center in Laurel, 
Maryland, having just finished a 35 minute 


speech before a crowd of about 1,000, then 
making his way through the crowd, shaking 
hands, as a man pushed his way through the 
crowd calling, “Hey George, hey George,” as 
the Alabama governor continued to shake the 
hands of anxious supporters. Then with the 
swiftness that is death, 21 year old Arthur 
Bremer of Milkwaukee, Wisconsin, plunged a 
gun-into Wallaces midsection and fired repeatedly 
Equally instanteous, Wallace fell backward, hit 
four times, in the stomach, abdomen, and 
shoulder. But the spray of bullets continued, 
ending their peril filled flight, striking a-;woman 
campaign worker, an Alabama State Trooper, 
and a secret service agent. 


Wallace was rushed away to Holy Cross 
Hospital in Silver Springs, Maryland, where a 
team of surgeons, including a nucrosurgeon 
operated to save Wallace's life 


The police took Arthur Bremer into custody, 
whis''ing him away to an undisclosed location, and 
charged wim with violating the 1968 Civil Rights 
Act by assaulting a candidate for elective office, 
and with assault on a federal officer. Soon after 
secret service officials announced they had 
recovered a .38 caliber revolver purchased by 
Bremer last January. Then, in addition to the 
tederal charges, Marviand authorties leveled 
four counts of assault with intent to commit 
murder against Bremer. 


At the hospital, Wallace , though critically 
wounded, is expected to survive. Doctors still 
fear he may be p.ralyzed , as one of the bullets 
penetrated the spinal cord. Unlike other victims 
Martin Luther King, John F. Kennedy, Robert I 
Kennedy, George Wallace has the chance to 
survive

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Faculty 
evaluations

Faculty evaluations are finally 
a reality at Sacramento State 
College. The Faculty Senate 
passed a resolution providing for 
a student evaluation of teachers 
and courses through the use of a 
questionnaire which will be 
filled out during class time 

The effort first began in 1969 
and has hit a _ considerable 
number of road blocks on its 
way to completion. Although 
the Evaluation Committee now 
has the go-ahead, it is a 
monumental task and they will 
need the cooperation of both 
faculty and students to reach the 
desired end of their project. The 
committee the 
Associated Dean of Students 
Counseling, Richard Morrison, 
faculty and staff 

The purpose of the evaluation 
is to provide the students with 
information which 
them to 
knowledgably M # 
hoped that the _ individual 
departments will the 
material for improvement of 
instruction and particularly at 
their discretion, as a factor in 
the determination of retention, 
tenure, and promotion of 
instructors 

The evaluation 
conducted with standard IBM 
cards The committee has 
developed 30 questions and will 
allow each department to add up 
to 40 more for their individual 
use. The questions will be 
divided into five areas: course 
material and organization, 
teaching skills and _ personal 
qualities, exams and grades 
papers and reading, and overall 
reaction. All questions will be 
graded on a five point scale of 
excellent, good, average, below 
average. and poor. They also 
plan to include a_ subjective 
question which will require the 
student to give his opinion of 
the class. The survey team will 
also interview each instructor for 
information concerning 
twxtbooks (number and 
term papers, quizzes, and exams 
All information collected will 
appear in booklet form, 
departments listed alphabetically 
with each teacher having three

She 
is a member of the Sauk-Fox 
tribe and a descendant of Ch

She also has worked for the 
National Congress of American 
Indians, and in public relations 
and advertising in New York. 

Her work on surplus land has 
confirmed some 300 surplus 
government property sites in the

Freedom 


Spock in Sacramento

Dr Benjamin Spock 
campaigned here in Sacramento 
on May 4, 1972. He is on the 
ballot in California heading the 
Peace and Freedom party whose 
national party name is. the 
People’s Party. His running mate 
is Juiius Hobson, black educator 
and civil rights activist in 
Washington, D.C, 

Dr. Spock was to speak on 
our campus but time would not 
permit him to do so. However, 
he was able to attend a rally on 
the West Capitol steps 

As he approached the rally 
many people ran up with baby 
books for him to sign, and while 
Signing a young supporter’s hat 
he moaned, “I hope this doesn't 
turn out to be an autograph 
Signing session.” 

Dr. Spock spoke to a small 
group of dedicated anti-war rally 
goers. “Since you are the people

who are concerned about the 
war in Viet Nam there probably 
isn't anything I can say which 
will be news to you so if you 
will excuse me I will address my 
remarks to those not here.”’ He 
then went on to point out once 
more the history of how we got 
into Viet Nam and why besides 
pointing out the fact that “the 
war has not been wound down 
but has been wound up to the 
most dangerous level of all.”’ The 


reasons why the United States 
was in Viet Nam, (here Spock 
quoted former President 
Eisenhower) and was footing 
80% of the cost was for the 
precious metals there such as 
tungsten. Spock also added 
because we wanted military 
based in the Southeast Asian 


area. 

Dr. Spock also wanted to 
remind the people of the United 
States of the unknown or 


forgotten victims of the war, the 
how 


children and no matter 










much we spend we could never 
make these children “normal” 
again because of the damage 
done to them and their family 
life. “This is not a slightly 
immoral, slightly illegal war, this 
is one of the most dirtiest, most 
brutal wars ever fought!’’ He 
then went on to point out that 
Nixon never wanted to reduce 
our troops there. However, 
public pressure forced him to do 
so. Spock does not believe that 
the peace movement is dead and 
Stated that the people want 
instant results but it took over 
50 years of hard constant work 
to obtain women’s suffrage. The 
peace movement he felt has and 
can still play a key role in our 
foreign policy. “Don’t tell me 
we can’t accomplish 
something!” 

After his speech he answered 
some questions about the 1972 
campaign. He stated that from a 
recent poll if the election was 
held today he would receive 
about 2% of the vote if Muskie 
ran, and 6% if Humphrey ran

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When asked about the effect of 
McGovern’s campaign on_ his 
Own peace campaign the doctor 
felt that Senator McGovern 
would be “brushed aside” in 
July at the Democratic 
Convention and that many of 
McGovern’s disgruntled 
Supporters would then come 
over and join his campaign. 
Dr. Spock does not 
victory in 1972. However he 
does see it as the first step 
toward making a national party 
on the left. He made the analogy

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with the Kepublic Party in 1856 
and how it too soon grew from a 
minor party to a national one. 


“Spock and Hobson are 
‘provisional’ candidates of the 
People’s Party. They were 


nominated at the People’s Party 
Founding Convention in Dallas, 
Texas on November 27, 1971. 
The official nomination will be 
decided by a broader range of 
participants, at the first National 
Convention of the People’s Party 
to be held in St. Louis, Missouri, 
July 27 through 30, 1972.” @
